Note 5. — Boys of the K.G.M. Colleges, whose applica- 
tions are forwarded by the Principals with the recom- 
mendation that the applicants may be expected to secure 
at least 30 per cent, of the aggregate marks of the 
written papers are not required to pay any fee. 

6. Candidates accepted for admission to the examina- 
tion will be informed of the date, time and place of the 
examination in due course. 

7. In all correspondence with the Union Public Service 
Commission concerning this examination, candidates 
should invariably superscribe their envelopes and corres- 
pondence with the words “ INDIAN AIR FORCE 
EXAMINATION, APRIL 1953”.
